CALIFORNIA PRUNES. 
A G eneral R eluctance to C ontract—All 
Speculation. 
New Y o rk , June 3d.—A tour among the 
dealers in California prunes resulted in a 
general statement by them that the market 
is waiting developments. A few orders 
thus far have been placed by Eastern job­ 
bers for the California new crop prunes at 
fixed prices. There is a general reluctance 
to contract until more satisfactory informa­ 
tion cornea in regarding the yield, and a 
fair idea is also given of the opening prices 
for French prnnes. 
Nothing has yet been done that wonld 
even faintly reflect the probable prices here 
tor California. The deals are now strictly 
speculative, and commission firms are 
wholly in the dark as to the probable mar­ 
ket prices. Buyers consider it prudent to 
wait unti the goods come in rather than to 
place orders at prices equivalent to those 
ruling on the coast. 
It is reported here that 01 cents had been 
paid on the coast for an average of the 
crop, in bags, by a San Francisco house. 
This price, some dealers sav, is relatively 
too high for the trade to s'tock up at, in 
view of the prospects for a heavy French 
crop and the fact that some of the French 
packers wilt this year pat up goods to re­ 
semble California. This somewhat unsat­ 
isfactory information is all that is to be 
elicited from reliable houses yet. 


DISGRUNTLED TEUTONS. 
They H ad B etter R eturn to the Land of 
T heir B irth. 
M ilw aukee (Wis.), June 3d.—An Agita­ 
tion Committee, appointed by a German 
Order, has issued a manifesto calliug upon 
all German societies of whatever sort to 
unite in organized opposition to the “wicked 
designs” which certain classes of people, 
designated as the “native born,” are alleged 
to entertain toward those ot Teutonic ori­ 
gin. Says this manifesto : “The antipa­ 
thy, the jaalonsv and the suppressed hate 
toward the Germans which a large portion 
of the native born or non-German element 
of this country feels, has recently become 
more and more manifest, and has already 
found official expression in this State and 
other States.” The committee then goes 
on to say that the native movement is di­ 
rected against the German language, man­ 
ners and customs, aDd that it is engineered 
by fanatics and Pharisees.

F raudulent Collusion. 
W ash in g to n , June 3d.—When the an­ 
nouncement was made that Captain Alonzo 
E. Milthnore of the Qartermaster’s Depart­ 
ment, U. 8. A.., was to be tried by court- 
martial at T ucsod, A . T., on charges of 
fraud against the Government, it was inti­ 
mated that he was involved in question­ 
able transactions when stationed in St. 
Louis several years ago, and that, although 
he could not be punished, there were 
others involved who might be reached by 
the civil Courts.

CONGRESSIONAL. 
IN THE SENATE. 
Y\ ASitiNGTON, June 3d.—Among the memorials 
preseuted aud relerred in tne Senate were reso­ 
lutions from the Louisiana Legislature, extend­ 
ing thanks to Congress and the President for 
the relief afforded the sufferers from the recent 
flood*. 
The Senate bill for preventing the adultera­ 
tion of tood and drugs was reported and placed 
on the calendar. 
The resolution offered vesterday by Edmunds, 
for the investigation by the Committee on Fish­ 
eries into charges of mismanagement against 
the Fish Commissioner's office, was taken up. 
After discussion It was laid over. 
The Committee on Education and Labor re­ 
ported the Senate bill to provide for the obliga­ 
tory attendance of school children in Alaska. 
The Senate bill to organize bureaus of inform­ 
ation relating to employment, occupation and 
means ef livelihood, was placed on the calen­ 
dar.The silver bill was then taken up. Piuli ad­ 
dressed the Senate. The speech was largely de­ 
voted to a criticism of the taiiff biil. 
At the conclusion of Pugh’s speech the silver 
bill was temporarily laid aside aud the follow­ 
ing senate bill tateu from the calendar and 
passed :

Snob pipe 
line or conduit shall be constructed aud 
operated under such rules and regulcrtoDS as 
shall he prescribed by the Commission

all locks and seals prescribed shall be provided 
by the Commisaioner of Internal Revenue at

the time of ouch removal, bv cancellation and 
the defacement by the Collector of the Diatriot 
of the numberof stamps denoting the tax cm 
fcrmented liimors this removed. The stamp* 
ihus cancelled and defaced shall lie disposed ct> 
and accounted for in the manner directed by 
the Oommissiower of Internal Revenue, with

Comstock of Minnesota opened the di.oussion 
with an argument in favor of the claims of the 
contestant. Crisp presented the claims-of the 
contestee. Pending further debate the House 
adjourned. 


R em ain s ot a M astodon. 
P e ta lu m a , June 3d.—Last week Andrew 
Ducker, who lives near this city, found on 
his farm the bones of some enormous ani­ 
mal, which had been brought to light by 
landslides. Those so far discovered are in 
a fair state of preservation. There are 
about two and a half feet of the lower jaw 
with three feet still in it and three feet of 
one of the tusks, broken at Doth ends, and 
about twenty-two inches in circumference, 
and seven feet of the other tusk of the 
same thickness. This last must have been 
eight feel long originally. It weighs ninety 
pounds. 
Bones of the same kind have been found 
in several parts of the Petaluma valley 
during the last few j-ears.

H a lifa x , June 3d.—There was a rumor 
yesterday that advices had been received 
from England that a regiment of the line 
and two batteries of artillery were abont to 
sail for Newfoundland in view- of antici­ 
pated troubles. Two torpedo-boats are ex­ 
pected to arrive from England this month. 
A fleet of war-ships arrived yesterday from 
Bermuda. 
The reports in London papers about 
wat-shipsand an artillery battery leaving 
here for Newfoundland are false. The 
editor of the Colonist and a Newfoundland 
delegate say there will be no armed con­ 
flict.The British North American squadron 
arrived to-day from Bermuda. Tne offi­ 
cers say they are not surprised at the ac­ 
tion of the French war ship at the bay of 
St. George. That thing has been going on 
for the past thirty years. The French had 
a pertect right to compel Newfoundland 
fishermen to remove their nets or traps on 
that part of the coast. The Admiral, how­ 
ever, has ordered two ships to hold them­ 
selves in readiness to proceed to New­ 
foundland should the occasion requira The 
French corvette Bisson is now here and 
will proceed hence to the French shore of 
Newfoundland direct. 
Ending Strikes. 
L ondon, June 3d.—The London Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is maturing a scheme 
which it is expected will reduce the cum ­ 
ber of strikes in a great measure and ulti­ 
mately abolish that method of settling dis­ 
putes between the employer and employe. 
The plan contemplated is the formation" of 
a Conciliation Committee, half of which is 
to be composed of employes engaged in the 
various trades and hall of the master em­ 
ployes representing the leading industries. 
This committee, it is proposed, is to be di­ 
vided into twelve groups for the purpose of 
convenience. If any dispute ¡3 incapable 
of settlement by one of these subdivisions 
it is to be referred to the full committee. 
The plan meets with the favor of trades 
unions and masters, and it is not likely 
that any difficulty will he experienced in 
obtaining the unqualified consent of both 
to abide by the final decisions of the com­ 
mittee. 
Au O utbreak Feared. 
New Y ork, June 3d.—The Havana Lib­ 
erals were disappointed to learn that the 
new law of universal suffrage adopted by 
the Spanish Cortes is not to be extended 
to Cuba. They had hoped, with the as­ 
sistance of the native Cubans, to control 
the elections in the island. Excitement is 
intense over the report that a special bill 
providing for Cuba, which increased the 
Conservative and united Liberal and native 
vote, was before the Cortes. An, outbreak 
is feared in the eastern provinces, 
Injuries to a Prince. 
B erlin , June 3d.—The Prince of S&xe- 
Meinengen, a brother-in-law of the Em­ 
peror, who is visiting at Gobienz, was taken 
suddenly ill at his hotel at that place. The 
attack was attributed to injuries be had re­ 
ceived by the upsetting ot bis carriage, in 
which he was riding with Emperor Wil­ 
liam recently. 
T hreatened W ith Dism issal. 
L ondon. June 3d.—Tbe Chronicle's Paris 
correspondent learns that a nnmber of 
officials at the minor German Courts are 
threatened with dismissal for intriguing, at 
the instigation of Count Herbert Bismarck, 
to obstruct the Emperor’s policy. 
A nother N ihilist Plot. 
St. P etersbu rg , June 3d—It has come 
to tbe knowledge of the police that Nihil­ 
ists in France have engaged in a conspiracy 
against the life of the Ciar. The Frenen 
police have been placed on tbe track of 
the conspirators. 
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THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE EXEMP 
TI0N BILL. 


The Uniied States Senate lias passed a 
bill exempting States that prohibit the 
sale of liquors from the operation of the 
Interstate Commerce Act,so that the right 
to export to such States is denied so far as 
such prohibited 
goods 
are 
concerned. 
Some days ago we pointed out th at this 
issue was at hand, and then expressed 
doubt concerning the wisdom of enacting 
such a law as the Senate has committed 
itself to. 
The question is one of such 
grave importance, and has such strength 
on either side, that no hasty judgment 
should be arrived at concerning it, for as 
we view it, it touches the very quick of 
national unity. 
O ur contemporary, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, attem pts to discuss the question, 
hut makes a sad mess of it, and proves 
conclusively that 
it 
is 
not 
prepared 
to 
take 
either 
side. 
Its 
stumbling, 
however, serves to illustrate the diffi­ 
culties 
of 
the 
question. 
Thus, 
it 
starts out with the proposition that the 
kernel of the m atter is in “the interfer­ 
ence by Congress with the powers of 
the States.” 
But it wholly overlooks the 
fact that in no possible view is the pro­ 
posed action by Congress “interference.” 
On the formation of the Union it was 
found that every one of the thirteen States 
liad different [tort, customs and commercial 
regulations, and th at they were so conflict­ 
ing that exchange of commodities be­ 
tween the citizens of different States was 
almost impossible, and at best could be 
carried on only with an immense am ount 
of friction. 
AVorse than that, foreign com­ 
merce between the States and other coun­ 
tries, under these conflicting regulations, 
would be in a Union a source of infinite 
.jealousy, advantage and disadvantage, and 
of constant rivalry and commercial con­ 
tention. 
It became apparent th a t there 
could he no true unity w ithout uniform 
commercial regulations. 
. 
An attem pt was then made to have th e ; 
State sovereignties agree between them ­ 
selves upon uniform commercial codes for 
exchange of products and regulation of for­ 
eign commerce. 
But this was found to he 
im practicable and liable at any time to go 
to pieces at the will of any State to the 
agreement. 
M'hen it came to the forma­ 
tion of the Constitution, therefore, the 
whoie subject was comm itted to Congress, 
the States voluntarily surrendering their 
initial right to regulate commerce, foreign 
and between the States. 
This surrender, 
as the R ecord-Un io s the other 
day 
pointed out, as much, if not more than any 
other, cemented the Union 
and gave 
strength and compactness to the Federal 
authority. 
In no sense, therefore, can it 
be said that legislation by Congress upon 
this subject is “ interference." 
On the 
contrary, it is w ithin the clearly delined 
and express power of Congress to legis­ 
late as it sees fit in the premises. 
The Chronicle then proceeds to say that 
the Supreme Court declared, in the recent 
original package decision, th a t Congress 
m ay except from the operation of the com­ 
m ercial regulations established any State 
in the m atter of articles of commercial im­ 
port that the State desires to exclude. Our 
contem porary adds that if the question 
does not touch the “inherent sovereignty 
of the Federal Governm ent” the decision 
upon the bill should be in favor of the 
States asking the exemption. 
But there is 
no such thing as inherent sovereignty in 
tlie general G overnm ent. 
All the jiowers 
it has are derived from grants made by the 
.State-. 
However, this phase of our con- 
temi>orary’s argument is clearly in suji- 
port of the Senate measure. 
It adds, in 
fortification of th at view, that local self­ 
government 
m ost be conserved quite as 
much as Federal authority, especially in 
those directions where it is proved to be 
practicable, and not to trench ujvon “the 
supremacy of the general Government.” 
Therefore, it adds—though we confess to 
utter inability to see why it is a necessary 
conclusion—“ it is a late day for Congress 
to abandon this position and busy itself in 
passing laws which either deny or affirm the 
right of the States to manage their local 
affairs for them selves; for one is just as 
much an unwarranted interference as the 
other.” 
Now, if this is anything of argum ent at 
all, it is upon the other tack and against 
the hill that the Senate has just passed, so 
th a t our contemporary, in the brief space 
of two paragraph-, has managed to face 
south by north. The absurdity of treat­ 
ing such legislation as “interference” is 
apparent. 
It cannot t>e interference so 
long as the grant of right to Congress to 
eo legislate remains. 
It is “regulation” if 
it is anything at all, though it may he un­ 
wise regulation, for the Constitution has 
not, nor have the Courts, defined regula­ 
tion, so far as it touches tiiis question, and 
hence whatever provisions Congress may 
make, conservative or prohibitive, of the 
exchange of commodities is regulation. 
But, conscious of its own unsettled state 
of mind, the Chronicle proceed- to .sawthat 
“it is a moot point” w hether Congress has 
the power to legislate as is proposed, but 
th. -, w hether it has the power or not, the 
question is “ w hether members of Congress 
elected to do the will of the people shall 


sacrifice th at w ill to the desire for cen­ 
tralization and the creation of a Govern­ 
m ent w hich shall be supreme in a ll m a t­ 
ters, local as well as national.” 
W herein the legislation referred to tends 
to “ centralization” it will puzzle the reader 
to discover. 
It is legislation, be it wise or 


foolish, w ithin the express powers of Con­ 
gress, and it is no new assumption of 
power, and it caunot be said, if it prevails, 
to strengthen any more the arm of F ed­ 
eral authority, since it has already all the 
vigor, so far as the regulation of com­ 
merce is concerned, th at it is possible to 
give to it. 
But we can understand the perplexity 
of the journal referred to. 
I t is unde­ 
cided as yet concerning the wisdom of the 
proposed legislation, and the K e c o k d - 


U n io n is also in doubt about it, though 
its inclination is to look w ith fear upon 
the experim ent Congress is asked to make. 
For if there is to be exception concerning 
liquors in favor of States th a t wish to ex­ 
clude them, the next demand will he made 
by those States which have set up inspec­ 
tion laws for food meats, providing th at no 
meats shall he sold in the State th a t have 
not been inspected in the State “upon the 
hoof.” 
Q uite as strong a showing is made 
in their favor as in behalf of the prohibi­ 
tion States. 
H ere, for instance, is M inne­ 
sota saying, we cannot, w ith our stall-fed 
cattle, compete with the range cattle of 
the farther W est, hence we will exclude 
meats not inspected in the State before 
slaughter, and Congress, in conservation of 
self-government, mu3t follow the precedent 
set by its action in favor of Iowa, in the 
exclusion of liquors, and exem pt beef, m ut­ 
ton and veal from the operations of the 
interstate law, so far as Minnesota is con­ 
cerned. 
As the Chronicle well says in 
the midst of its involved article, the 
danger resides in the cumulation of such 
laws. 
“The taking of one step makes the 
next the easier,” aud presently we will he 
restored to the original condition of affairs 
when the States were independent of each 
other, and of general regulative authority 
for commerce. 
It appears to us, as we look upon the 
is-ue, that the Suprem e Court has left the 
question in the best possible condition. It 
has decided th at the general regulation 
established by Congress. for commerce be­ 
tween the States is uniform in its opera­ 
tion and im partial. 
T h at so soon, how­ 
ever, as im portation into one Stale from 
another ha3 accomplished the transit in 
the original unbroken package and the 
goods mingle with and become a part os 
the common property w ithin the State 
they are subject to State regulation. T hat 
therefore it is competent fo ra State to pro­ 
hibit the distribution of such goods after 
they have arrived in the State, and have 
been delivered to the consignee. 
M 'hat Congress m ight do, however, and 
about which there would or should be no 
dispute, would he to interpret anew the 
word “commerce,” aud declare th at ship­ 
ment into a State of goods in such small 
packages as to practically amount to retail­ 
ing, and evasion of local regulation, is 
not an act of commerce. 
W ith such a de­ 
finition the prohibition States would cer­ 
tainly be content, and there would not be 
any breaking down by it of the interstate 
commercial regulation th at the builders 
of the Constitution wisely provided should 
be committed to Congress, but certainly 
w ith the intention th at such regulation 
should he uniform and operative alike in 
ail parts of the Union. 


M erced has welcomed its H olland col­ 
ony. 
The new-comers comprise twenty- 
four families, and aggregate 108 persons. 
They represent over §500,000 of cap ita l; 
their lands were all paid for before their 
arrival and most of their houses were 
built aud ready for occupancy. 
M’e are 
told th at the new-comers are of an intelli­ 
gent, vigorous, tem perate and provident 
class, th at they all have fair education, are 
all young and 
able-bodied, and 
th at 
there is not a man or woman in the party 
who has not some considerable money. 
They have come to stay, to become Amer­ 
ican citizens and to build up homes and 
communities and lose themselves in our 
citizenship. 
They were welcomed with 
considerable ceremonial, and by a general 
turnout oi the people, with bands, banners 
and mottoes. 
A representative of the 
State Board of Trade delivered an address 
and in behalf of the colonist* one of them 
made a speech in reply. 
This new ar­ 
rival, perhaps the most compact and best 
outfitted of any foreign body of colonists 
in California, will stim ulate other activity 
of a like nature. 
Against immigration of 
that order there will not he objections 
raised on any hand. 
The H ollanders are 
not likely to become disturbers of social 
o rd er; they do not tend to radicalism in 
their ideas of free government, or their 
conceptions of restraints of law. 
They 
are a frugal people, freely mingle with 
Americans, and are easily absorbed and 
readily lose their identity as Dutch in 
two generations, or three at the outside, in 
such a country as this. 


A MODOC WATER CASE. 


It is to the credit of the H arvard stu­ 
dents th at they have held a meeting and 
denounced such of their fellow-students as 
engaged in the recent outrages in Cam­ 
bridge. 
According to the dispatches the 
students at the meeting are more indig­ 
nant at the action of the mad-caps of the 
University than are the officials and the peo­ 
ple of Cambridge. 
Something of theorder 
of repudiation referred to was absolutely nec­ 
essary to save the institution from universal 
execration. 
The Board of Overseers now 
owe it to the cause of justice to ferret out 
the offenders and make an example of 
them that will not be forgotten, and that 
will have a tendency to put a stop to all 
these wild pranks of the students. 


T h e Supreme Court Reverses the Ju d g ­ 
ment of a Lower Court. 


The SaDreme Court yesterday filed in 
the office of Clerk W illiams, of the Sacra­ 
mento District, an opinion in the case of 
Churchill and others (appellants) vs. Lauer 
| and others. This was a suit by ten plaint­ 
iffs against eighteen defendants to enjoin 
the latter from diverting the w ater of a 
stream called Pine creek, in Modoc county. 
The com plaint contains two counts. The 
first count alleges in snbstance that each 
plaintiff is the owner in severalty of a de­ 
scribed lot of land, which is ail irrigated 
by the same stream of water, and from a 
common source, and cannot be irrigated 
by any other source. It is also alleged that 
the stream has natural and well defined 
banks, and a natural and well defined 
channel from its source, to and upon the 
lands of the plaintiffs and across said lands 
respectively, aud that the said creek, when 
unobstructed, naturally flows to and upon 
the lands of plaintiffs. 
The second count repeats the allegations 
of the first, and in addition alleges, in sub­ 
stance, that the plaintiffs have constructed 
certain dams and ditches whereby the 
waters of said stream are used for the irri­ 
gation of such portions of their said lauds 
as are not properly or sufficiently irrigated 
by said natural flow, seepage and percola­ 
tion of the waters of said creek; and that 
the plaintiffs have a right to the unob­ 
structed flow of the waters of said Pine 
creek in the natural channel thereof, to 
and upon said lands, and to and through 
said ditches. 
The defendants dem urred to the com­ 
plaint upon the ground, among others, 
that there was a misjoinder of parties 
plaintiff and a m isjoinder of causes of 
action. The trial Court suotaiued the de­ 
m urrer, and rendered final judgm ent in 
favor of the defendants, and the plaintiffs 
appealed. 
^ After reviewing the case thoroughly the 
Commissioners tw ho render the decision) 
say: 
“In the present case, as above stated, 
there is no showing of damages sustained 
m any particular sum , and no prayer for 
damages, and we consider the proceeding 
to be in equity to restrain the diversion of 
the water. In this view it does not seem 
to us material how the plaintiffs acquired 
their rights—i. e , w hether 
they have 
rights as riparian owners or as appropriat- 
ors. It is sufficient, under the decisions 
cited, that they each have some right to 
the waters of the stream, which will suffer 
an injury from the diversion complained 
of. 
M’e, therefore, advise that the judg­ 
m ent be reversed, and the cause remanded, 
witn directions to overrule the dem urrer to 
the complaint, w ith leave to the defend­ 
ants to answer. 


E y r a v d has made a complete confession 
of the m urder of Gouffe. 
H e charges the 
woman Bompard 
with the im mediate 
crime, but admits that he was an accessory 
after the fact, helped dispose of the body, 
and shared in the spoils. 
It is a cowardlv 
confession and a horrible recital of brutal­ 
ity. 
M'e shall now see how expeditiously 
the French authorities will dispose of the 
murderer. 
There will lie no months of 
delay, no continuances of trial, no legal 
obstacles interposed by which to put off 
the expiation of the crime until public in­ 
dignation has cooled. 
In France, if no 
where else, there is certainty and swiftness 
of punishment for crime—an example we 
m ight well im itate, in a large measure. 


T he bright geniui who claims to have 
secured the sarcophagus of 
Cleopatra, 
w ithin which are the rem nants of her 
hopes, desires to place the object on view 
in the W orld's Fair at Chicago. 
All the 
chances are that he is engaged in a gigan­ 
tic humbug, and th at he has nothing more 
than an ordinary mummy, which are so 
plentiful in Egypt th at they are no longer 
curiosities. 
The fair should not be used 
to aid such seemes. 
It should not lie 
made a museum for ghastly curiosities of 
anv sort. 


NOT A PROPHET. 


D a n iel W eb ster’s P o o r O p in ion o f tlie 
W est F ifiy Y ears A go. 
Eos. R ecord-U n io n : I take the libertv of 
sending you a bit of history not generally 
known, I believe, and which may interest, 
if not amuse, some of your numerous 
readers, especially old settlers of the P a­ 
cific coast. Nearly fifty years ago, says the 
Bangor Neos, a modest bill was before tbe 
U nited States Senate to establish a mail 
route from W estern Missouri to the mouth 
of tbe Columbia river. 
Senator Daniel Webster was strongly op­ 
posed to the measure on the ground that it 
was a useless expense. 
Accordingly he 
stirred up the fire of his eloquence,"and 
spoke as iollows : 
W hat do we w ant w ith the vast, worthless 
area ? This region of savages aud w ild beasts, 
ot deserts, of shifting sands aud w hirlw inds of 
dust, of cactus and p raln e dogs ? To w hat u«e 
could we ever hope to put these great deserts or 
those endless m ountain ranges, im penetrable 
and covered to th eir base w ith eternal snow" 
W hat can we ever hope to do w ith the western 
e o a s t-a coast of 3,000 miles, rock-bound, cheer­ 
less and uninviting, aud not a harbor on it" 
W hat use have we for such a country ? Mr. 
President, I w ill never vote one cent from the 
public treasury to place the Pacific coast one 
inch nearer to Boston th an it now Is. 
From this vehement address it is obvi­ 
ous that the illustrious statesm an was no 
prophet, neither had he the least concep­ 
tion of the ultim ate destiny of the great 
M’est. “Furtherm ore,” the article says, 
“if his ghost wanders through the cities 
and farms of the m ighty Northwest he 
m ust rem ember this speech 
and 
feel 
asham ed of him self.” 
B ut suitable allowance should be made 
for the great Daniel, for in his day the 
western m arch of progress had scarcely 
began, and what was there to suggest that 
great systems of railroads and telegraphs 
would eventually span the continent, an­ 
nihilating distance, settle up and develop 
a comparatively unknow n country, which 
he considered a “ worthless” area of sav­ 
ages and wild beasts.

W O R L D ’S F A IR . 


Reporta Adopted at tbe Meeting of tbe 


Cham ber of Commerce. 


S a n F ra ncisco, June 3 J .—The adjourned 
meeting of the W orld’s F air Con ven tion 
was held this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock 
Mayor Pond presided. Secretary Haynes 
read the report of the Committee on the 
W orld’s Fair. The report gave the follow­ 
ing suggestions: 
1. That tbe M’orld’s F air Convention be 
held in this city ou Thursday, the 11th day 
of September next. 
2. Each State organization 
and each 
county governm ent to have a representa­ 
tion of five delegates. Each local organiza­ 
tion two delegates, and each newspaper in 
tbe Slate one delegate. 
3 The Governor of the State, the State 
M’orld's F air Commissioners and their al­ 
ternates, the Mayor of each city, or the 
Chairm an of each Town Council or Board 
of Trustees, aDd the Chairm an of each 
County Board of Supervisors to be delegates 
ex-otficio. 
4 That all commercial and industrial or- 
gacizaiions. all art, scientific and educa­ 
tional institutions, all Chambers of Com­ 
merce aud Boards of Trade, State and local, 
all societies of California P.oneers, all par­ 
lors of the Native Sons and Native D augh­ 
ters of the Golden West, the State Board of 
Agriculture and district agricultural soci­ 
eties, the State Board of H orticulture and 
county horticultural societies, the State 
H orticultural Society, th e State Board of 
Silk Culture, the State Board of Viticult- 
ural Commissioners and county viticult- 
ural societies, the State M ining Bureau 
the Patrons of H usbandry, ail W orld's 
Fair associations which mav be now or 
hereafter formed, all County Boards of Su­ 
pervisors and all legislative bodies repre­ 
senting cities and towns in this State be in ­ 
vited to send delegates. 
5. We recommend that an assessment of 
$1 be levied ou each m em ber of the Con­ 
vention on Tuesday, Ju n e 3d, to defray ex­ 
penses of printing, etc. 
Captain Taylor offered the following res­ 
olutions as an am endm ent to the report: 
T hat the President, or in his absence the 
\ ice-President, of each commercial and 
industrial organization 
throughout 
the 
Staie be requested to act as delegate ex- 
etficio to the W orld’s F air Convention. 
Adopted. 
The second one was as follows : That an 
Executive Committee of ten be appointed 
by tbe Chairm an with full power to act in 
arranging for the State W orld's Fair Con­ 
vention as called by this body. Adopted. 
Mr. H allidie moved to am end by chang­ 
ing the place of meeting from San F ran ­ 
cisco to Sacramento. On being put to a 
vote the am endm ent was lost. 
The report was then adopted unani­ 
mously.

EIGHT HOUES MUST BE A DAY'S 
WOBK ON COUNTY CONTBACTS. 


Bids for Painting the Court-House 
Opened—Two Old Neighborhood 
Bows Settled. 


The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session yesterday afiernoon, all the mem­ 
bers being present. 
The first business taken up was the open­ 
ing of bids for painting the County Court­ 
House. There were three bids. A. H. An­ 
derson offered to do the work for $779 75, 
Wm. Dailey & Co.’s bid was $950, and C. 
H. Rott & Co. presented four proposals, the 
lowest being $293 and the highest $1,640. 
The bids were referred to the Committee 
on Contracts. 
Bids for furnishing stationery were next 
called up, but there was only one bid 
offered-that of E . S. Crocker & Co. This 
was referred to the committee. 
Overseer Hack, of Road District 12, was 
ordered to remove all obstructions—in the 
shape of temporary saloons and gambling 
tents or apparatus—from the highways in 
and about Beach’s Grove to-day duriog the 
picnic which is to be held there. 
After these matters were disposed of the 
Board reluctantly called up the matter of 
the proposed road from Brighton to the 
Lower Stockton road, through the Monte 
Vista tract. This was the matter over 
which there was a grand row at the May 
session of the Board and which was laid 
over for further hearing this session. 
Theopposers and advocates of the pro­ 
posed road were all on hand again, liber­ 
ally arrayed in war paint. 
B. F. Leonard opened the ball by insist­ 
ing that the Board should grant the peti­ 
tion and open the road. He enumerated 
the many advantages to be had, and said 
it was the wish of the majority of the peo­ 
ple living in that vicinity to have such a 
road. 
Jud C. Brusie, on behalf of his aunt, 
through whose ranch it is also proposed to 
extend the road, protested. He said his 
aunt s land was already badly cut up. and 
being a small ranch another road through 
it would injure it seriously. 
Others, representing both sides, followed, 
and gave evidence that there was no more 
hope for a satisfactory agreement than there 
was at the last session. 
One of the advocates of the road, Abner 
Burns, got into an altercation with Super­ 
visor Greer, and some very warm language 
was exchanged. 
The wrangle lasted an hour or more and 
the Board, in desperation, finally voted to 
refuse the petition. 
The members laid back in their chairs 
and heaved sighs of relief. 
District Attorney Bruner then appeared 
before the Board and made two reports. 
The first was in reference to the eight-hour 
law. He said he had examined the stat­ 
ute closely and had arrived at the con­ 
clusion that it was valid, and that the Su­ 
pervisors in letting contracts for public 
work must insert a stipulation to the effect 
that eight hours shall constitute a day’s 
labor on such work. His other report was 
in regard to the proposition to make up a 
new Great Register. He was of the opin­ 
ion that the precinct registers could be 
used without re registration by publishing 
notices to the effect that all pe>sons who 
had changed their residences since the last 
election appear before the County Clerk 
and report the same. 
Then another squabble—partly fought at 
the last session of the Board—was revived. 
It was the petition of C. H. Ruman and 
others, to have the road leading to Dry- 
town, through Oliver Plummer’s and Flint 
& Raymond s ranches, opened, and re­ 
lieved of all obstructions. 
Mr. Plummer was on hand and insisted 
that the road should be opened, as it was 
a necessity. 
Mr. Fiint was also there, and pointed 
out to the Board that as the road passed 
through his private property he had a right 
kV maintain gates there. If the gates were 
iv.noved it would result in great damage to 
his place. 
The Supervisors entered into the argu­ 
ment, and a merry ding-dong was kept 
up until after ó o’clock, when Mr. Bates 
moved that Flint be allowed to keep a 
patent gate on each side of his ranch 
where the road enters and makes its exit, 
and that such gates be allowed to stand 
until the Supervisors see fit to order them 
removed. 
The motion was carried, and an adjourn­ 
ment taken until to-day.

Suffice it to say that, 
throughout his long career as an active busi­ 
ness man in this community, he evinced a 
faithful devotion to the public interests which 
marked nim as one of the most useful men in 
the community. 
To assist the needy, offer consolation to the 
distressed, aad to contribute to the happiness of 
others, was always a pleasure to him: and 
many a sufferer will miss his always ready, 
bountiful and cheerful aid.

The large attendance yesterday at the fu­ 
neral of the late Captain Thomas Dwyer 
attested the high esteem in which deceased 
was held in this community.

Yesterday afternoon a special matinee 
was given, which was principally for the 
boys and girls of the public schools. 
“Mighty London" was the lecturer’s sub­ 
ject, and he seemed to be at his best under 
the inspiration of the young folks. The 
tour over the greatest city in the world was 
most entertaining. Everywhere were ele­ 
gant palaces, museums and monuments. 
The illustrations were unusually brilliant, 
and the youngsters were interested in a 
manner by these pictures that could not be 
impressed upon them in a year's reading 
and listening. 
The subject of Mr. Bolton's closing lec­ 
ture last evening was “America's War for 
the Union.” It was a most realistic jour­ 
ney that he guided the audience in. He 
was favored with a crowded house, and his 
presentation of the greatest tragedy of the 
nineteenth century was vivid, and the 
leading issues so fairly stated that even the 
historians conld not object. 
Mr. Bolton leaves to-day for San Fran­ 
cisco, where he will give a series of four 
lectures at the Metropolitan Temple. 


JUDGE HENBY’S LENIENCY. 
Jolin Van Tine W ill Spend Three Months 
in Jail. 
The relatives of John Van Tine, who 
was arrested Monday for assaulting J. H. 
Merritt, did not carry out their resolution 
to have the recalcitrant youth committed 
to an insane asylum. Van Tine appeared 
before Justice of the Peace Henry yester­ 
day for sentence, haviDg pleaded guilty to 
the charge of battery. 
He tried the old game on the Judge, 
promising to be a good boy in the future, 
to stop saying bad words, assaulting citi­ 
zens and drinking whisky—he would be 
an angel if the Judge would only let him 
go.But the Judge was well acquainted with 
Van Tine and knew about how long these 
promises would hold out. 
With well feigned sympathy the Judge 
promised to be lenient, and then paralyzed 
the youth by inflicting a sentence of ninety 
days in the County Jail. 


NOT THE MAN. 
The Suspect Arrested at Heno W as Not 
Goodwin’s Slayer. 
The Swede who was captured by Con" 
stable Upson at Reno, Nev., on Sunday 
and who it wa3 thought at first was the 
man who murdered Edward Goodwin near 
the beet sugar factory in this city over a 
week ago, turns out to be the wrong man. 
Sheriff McMulleD received a letter from 
the Constable yesterday, in reply to his tel­ 
egram containing a description "of the mur­ 
derer, and in his letter the officer says the 
man he captured is light complexioned, 
and in other respects does not tally with 
the description. 
The Sheriff naturally feels considerably 
disappointed, but evinces no disposition 
yet to give up the search. It is expected 
that the reward of $300 offered by the Gov­ 
ernor will have the effect of ca'using the 
country Constables and Sheriffs to keep 
their eyes open for the murderer. 


Died at Auburn. 
The death is announced at Auburn of 
Edgar E. Crocker, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark W. Crocker, of San Francisco, and 
brother of Mrs. Jndge Van Fleet, of this 
city. Deceased had reached the age of 
manhood, and was a highly-esteemed 
young gentleman. 
He had "been ill for 
some time. 
Jndge Van Fleet, upon receiving the 
news, continued the cases on his calendar 
and departed immediately for Auburn. 


HEROIC TREATIEHT. 


Police Court Cases. 
In the Police Court yesterday John Horne 
was fined $5 for disturbing the peace. 
The cases of G. Hartnett and H. Robin­ 
son, charged with disturbing the peace at 
Fifteenth and N streets on Sunday night, 
were continued till the 7th. 
George Riley was convicted of disturbing 
the peace, and will be sentenced to day. 
The cases of James Barry, for robberv, 
and Lafe Tomlin, for assault with a deadly 
weapon, were set for to-day. 


A DRUGGED SAIL0B TRIES TO CUT 
HIMSELF OPEN. 


Poped and Plundered In a Bobber’s Den 
—Novel Method of Getting Rid 
of “ Poison.’' 


There came near being a case of hari cari 
in the city last night, and nothing but poor 
marksmanship with the jack-knife pre­ 
vented it. About 10 o’clock a small group 
of gentlemen were seated on the sidewalk 
in front of the Union Hotel, on Second 
street, enjoying a quiet smoke, when a 
rough-looking man, dressed in bine over­ 
alls with a short frock, or “jumper,” to 
match, and wearing a soiled whitish hat of 
felt, staggered along. He stopped in fron1 
of one of the group, a railroad engineer, 
and requested the loan of his knife to cut 
some tobacco. 
The engineer replied that his knife was 
a good one, and that he didn’t like to lend 
it for that purpose. The stranger remarked, 
in a voice indicating that he had been 
drinking, that he simply wanted to cut 
some smoking tobacco, and that the knife 
would not be soiled. 
Thereupon the gentleman took out his 
knife, opened the largest and sharpest 
blade, and handed it to the siraDger. 
Then followed a lively and exciting 
scene. Inserting the sharp instrument in 
his clothing, at about his right groin, he 
gave it a sweep upward nearly to his neck. 
The spectators, believing he had ripped 
open his flesh, sprang to their feet, but 
quick as a flash the knife went upward 
from the left side of the waist in a similar 
manner. 
“They've poisoned m e!" yelled the man 
with the knife, who was now laboring un­ 
der great excitement. “They’ve put poi­ 
son into me, aud I want to get it out I” 
He was about to make"” another jab at 
his abdomen with the knife, when the 
owner of the weapon landed a knock-out 
blow in his face and he fell to the side­ 
walk, while the knife dropped from his 
hands. 
He was helped up, when it was found 
that he had only cut his clothing into 
shreds, the knife not having pierced his 
flesh. He was then allowed to go, but 
officer Stafford was notified of the occur­ 
rence aud started on the trail of the des­ 
perate individual. He found him in a J- 
street saloon and undertook to take him to 
the police station, but the fellow was stub­ 
born, and the assistance of ex-police officer 
Arlington was required to effect the under­ 
taking. 
On the way down the man cried like a 
child, and frequently asked for a knife 
with which to open his abdomen and pnll 
out the poison which he declared was set­ 
ting his internal region on fire. He seemed 
quite dazed and etupid, and at first could 
not give his name. The officers concluded 
that he was an escaped lunatic, but he be­ 
gan to brighten up somewhat, and little by 
little was got to talk, and finally he told "a 
tolerably straight story. 
He said his name was Hugh Powers; 
that he was a sailor and lately from the 
Arctic Ocean, but had been working on a 
sheep ranch near Goshen ; that he came to 
this city yesterday with $140 in his pocket; 
that he went into a dive in which there 
were several negroes; that a couple of them 
held him while another poured a glass of 
poisoned beer down his throat, and that 
was the last he could recollect. He realized 
the fact, however, that he had beeD robbed 
at the time the "poison” waa given him. 
There can be little doubt about the facts 
in the case. The poor fellow was proba­ 
bly drugged aud robbed, and—at the time 
he attempted to cut himself open with the 
knife—quite out of his mind. 
He begged the officers to get his monev, 
and on being assured that they would do 
so, he went quietly to a cell, where he will 
probably awake this morning a sober, but 
a sick and penniless pauper. 
It is a shame that there should be such 
licensed dens of infamy and crime in this 
city where congregate men (and women, 
too), who would not hesitate to take the 
life of a victim if necessary to carry out 
tneir schemes of robbery and plunder. 
W hether or not the facts in the case above 
referred to are as told by the man is of 
little consequence. These hell-holes do 
exist, and nightly just such outrages are 
practiced. There must surely be someway 
by which to get at the root of this evil, for 
it has been done in some cities. Perhaps a 
little reflection and inquiry into the sub­ 
ject might suggest a poteut remedy.

PALMEB WAS READY, 
And Did Not Occupy the Cell Prepared 
for Him. 
A Couple of weeks ago, on charges made 
by ex-Unlted States Senator James G. Fair, 
eighteen indictments for as many alleged 
forgeries were found by the Grand Jury Of 
San Francisco against H. J. Palmer, his 
former rauch|superintendent at Knight’s 
Landing, Yolo county. Seventeen of the 
warrants were sent to this city for service 
on Palmer, on each and all of which he 
gave bail, amounting in the aggregate to 
$68,000. 
Knowing that there were eighteen in­ 
dictments—and hence the same number of 
warrants—the question suggested itself to 
Palmer's friends and his counsel: “Why 
were they not all served here at the same 
time, and why this marked consideration 
shown by the prosecution?” 
The explanation came yesterday when 
Mr. Palmer went to San Francisco for ar­ 
raignment. Up popped warrant of arrest 
No. is, and there was Palmer, a hundred 
miles from his base of operations and sur­ 
rounded by the enemy, and apparently cut 
off from his supplies, while the turnkey of 
the local jail “stalked behind him ” 
But Palmer had been having consider­ 
able experience of late in the Courts, and 
this experience enabled him to anticipate 
the emergency then upon him. He had 
bondsmen ready at his call, the required 
$4,000 bail was given, the turnkey closed 
the jail door, and Palmet slept last night 
in the pure and invigorating air of Sacra­ 
mento.

The body of the young 
lady was one of the first recovered, and 
was removed to a saloon on Webster street 
near the bridge, where it was laid out on a 
rude stretcher to await the arrival of the 
Coroner. 
It rem ained there some time un­ 
guarded and 
surrounded by a curious 
crowd, so that it was quite easy for plun­ 
derers to slip the diam ond ring from the 
fingera or the jewels from the ears. The 
police are informed that these articles were 
not on the person of Miss Kearns when 
the body was received at the Morgue. 
Every effort will be made to hunt down the 
miscreant who despoiled the dead.
